California State Legislature 


It is already very apparent that 
when we reconvene our Budget 
Session in Sacramento next week 
a number of hot issues will be 
dragged before us in one fashion 
or another. We will not know 
until after it is released what 
matters the Governor may put in 
his call for the Special Session, 
but many items are being dis- 
cussed as possibilities. 

Education is one of the basic- 
ally important fields in which we 
may be called upon to act. New 
classrooms for public elementary 
and secondary schools are still a 
major necessity. Two months ago 
a school building bond issue of 
$250 million was being discussed. 
Today the figure is $430 million, 
and nobody knows what the 
amount may be when the matter 
comes up for final consideration. 

Higher education presents other 
problems which will be put before 
us next week. A knotty and com- 
plicated question which has at 
long last been worked out by edu- 
cational authorities is the respec- 
tive areas which should be block- 
ed out for the University, the 
state, and the junior colleges. This 
matter must be resolved once and 
for all, or California will be con- 
fronted by costly competition and 
building races between the 
rious kinds of public colleges. 

Because of the need for settling 
this question, the request of the 
University for $13 million for new 
campuses was omitted from the 
budget bill. However, when the 
matter came up for hearing in 
committee, University spokesmen 
pressed for the re-inclusion of $3 
million for a new site in the mid- 
dle of the state, giving as their 
reason the ever-growing threat 
of inflation in land prices. 

Still a different topic which 
could be brought before us via 
the budgetary route, if not includ- 
ed in the special session agenda is 
the matter of automatic suspen- 
sion of the driver’s licenses of

practice of the department of mo- 
tor vehicles in making such suspen- 
sions has been successfully attacked 
in several court actions. Some jur- 
ists have also independentally 
criticized the practice as invading 
the prerogatives of the courts. A 
senate subcommittee has indicat- 
ed it will study the budgetary im- 
Dlications of the policy very care- 
fully. 


In the field of welfare legisla- 
tion, it is apparent that strong 
efforts are being made to get two 
items included in the agenda. 
First of these would call for the 
complete repeal of the “‘relative’s 
responsibility’? clause which is 
now in our state old age security 
law. This provision has been hot- 
ly controversial for many years. 
Repealed once before, it was re- 
stored by vote of the people, and 
has since been readjusted a num- 
ber of times by our legislative 
action. If it is put on the agenda, 
it could greatly influence the 
length of the special session. * 

The second welfare matter be- 
ing pressed is change in the law 
under which aid is provided to 
needy children. Local officials 
who administer the program have 
been severely critical of laxity in 
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the law and regulations, — They | 
assert this situation encourages — 
Parents to shift the financial bur- — 
den of many children to the tax- _ 
payers. Since this system is fi- 
nanced by county as well as state 
and federal funds, there are many 
angles involved which will require 
extended study before a good solu- 
tion can be worked out. 


From these illustrations it can 
be seen that there are Many com- 
Plicated subjects which could be 
added to the list for the special — 
session. I know that many of my 
colleagues join me in the hope 
that only those matters in which 
a real emergency exists are 
| brought before us.

Several factors are involved in 
this garbage disposal problem: 
Officials of the county of Tulare 
have indicated that they do not 
intend to get into the garbage dis- 
posal business. And they have 
‘also indicated that they have pro- 
hibited, and will continue to pro- 
hibit, the burning of wet garbage 
at county dumps. 


This means that in the county 
area around Porterville, private 
garbage collectors will continue 
to collect garbage, but when they 
are prohibited from dumping wet 
garbage at the Porterville city 
sewer farm, and also on county 
dump grounds, they simply will 
have no place to go. 

Now this means that private 
garbage collectors will have to 
appeal to the county for some 
kind of relief in order to serve 
their customers who, reside in the 
county, or they will have to ac- 
quire a dump for themselves. 

Meanwhile, the city of Porter- 
ville is looking around for a new 
and more isolated location on 
which garbage can be burned or 
buried, but isolated locations 
within reasonable driving range 
of the city are anything but plen- 
tiful. And the city is also check- 
ing various types of garbage burn- 
ing devises that control smoke 
and odor — but such devises are 
expensive. And county-area gar- 
bage collectors face the same 
problems as does the city when 
they start looking for a substi- 
tute dump ground for the city 
sewer farm. 

There are really only about 
three basic ways to get rid of gar- 
bage: Burn it, bury it, or process 
it for livestock feed. If garbage 
is processed for feed, then it must 
be separated, before it hits the 
garbage can, into edible garbage, 
burnable items, and possibly metal 
and glass —- a chore that house- 
| wives do not like to do. And there 
| is, of course, the expense of pro- 
! cessing.

AT LAST! 
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“PORKY PIG" 
TELLS KIDS HOW 
TO FLY KITES 


PORTERVILLE, Feb. 25—With 
kites ‘‘going into orbit’? as the 
season of spring breezes approach- 
es, the Southern California Edison 
company has started, distribution 
of “Porky Pig’s Kite Fun Book” 
that describes the fun way and 
the safe way to fly kites. 

Roscoe Sparks, Edison’s district 
manager in Porterville, says that 
nearly half a million copies of 
the book will be distributed, with 
copies already placed in Porter- 
ville area elementary schools and 
in the Porterville Edison company 
office. 

In the book,. Porky Pig tells 
Cicero and Petunia how to build 
kites and how to fly them safely. 
Here are some of Porky’s tips: 

No metal, wire, tinsel or metal- 
lic twine should be used in the 
kite frame, tail, or string; kites 
should be fhown in open fields, 
away from telephone and power 
lines, _television antennas and 
highways. Kites should not be 
flown when it is raining, for wet 
string becomes a good conductor 
of electricity. 

Porky also says that if a kite 
should get hung up on, a utility 
pole or wire, the kite flyer should 
immediately let go of the string 
and not try to get the kite down. 

Anyone desiring a copy of
